DeWillo played the Concertina- 


Grande, his own patented instru- 
ment resembling an accordian. It 
is the fourteenth instrument he h&s 
made and is the only one of its 
kind in the world. The Concertina- 
Grande has seven complete octavei 
—more keys than a piano. Making 
the instrument, which weigh* *0 
pounds, took one and a half years 
because of the length of time to 
file its 1.600 reeds. The blue print 
for the instrument was drawn up 
at Amboy, 111., by DeWillo.
